The only “ snag”’ in petrol-washing is that 
it makes your hands very sore, but I have 
already given the vacuum- washer remedy. 

There ate, of course, certain stains that 

trol will not take out; but: on the other 

nd, the same might be said of soap and 
water. 

When frocks have beea removed from the 
petrol bath they should he hung on wooden 
hangers so that the shoulders drv in shape. 
I have heen told that petrol-washing in one 
bath onlv is quite effective: but as my one 
attempt in this manner was 
strongly recommend ‘that the rinsing should 


receive just as ‘auch careful attention as the 


washing. 


| Air Well. 


Before leaving this subject I would lke 
once more to emphesise the importance of 
hanging perol-cleaned materials in the air for 
a few days before wearing; otherwise there 
is great danger of fire. and sometimes a dis- 
agreeable odour of petrol. It is possible to 
obtain petrol without much smell. It is sold 
in penny tubes for filling patent cigarette- 
lighters, and also in tins, at Is. Sd., for 
cleansing. It is, I believe, virtually odour- 
less, and would be very useful for removing 
stains, etc. I myself have not yet tried it, 
so cannot speak from experience. 

Among the many springtime: “ washings” 
comes the feather pillow problem. Many 
people are inclined to omit this job for fear 
of failure; but, as a matter of fact, they 
should not he alarmed. 

Provide a muslin bag (bigger than vour 
pillows). and having unpicked about eight 
inches of your pillow-case. sew the two edges 
to the corresponding slits in the muslin hag. 
Next shake the feathers from the pillow 
into the hag. Sew up the hag and drop it 
into a bath of hot suds. Squeeze the hag 
well under the water, changing the latter as 
it becomes dirty. 

When vow think the had is clean, rinse 
very carefully in several waters of the same 
temperature. and squeeze the bag ns dry as 
possible. Then hang in the sunshine until 
dry. It will be necessary to shake up the 
feathers in the hag from time to time 
exnedite the drving. 

Meanwhile you will have washed the old 
pillow-case, and now you can replace the 
feathers by exactly the some method that you

She 
always makes. these con Ces a yearly call 
for fresh enthusiasm, -anderstanding, 
aud higher views on séciai service, and 
never ceases to spur on the members of the 
Guikd to further efforts for all that will 
promote the welfare of the women and the 
world. around us. (Applause) 
A man once said to me, that “ whilst 
relative peace,,security, and comfort, the 
real basis of order, obtain in a nation, the 
mother and the baby rule,. but not by the 
vote: they rule, because without them there 
can be no nation or family, and man and 
woman alike demand a family afd a nation.” 
That may be so. “Women always have 
been, and always will be, the c'ief agents 
in racial progress and the master-builders of 
the home; but now they are increasingly 
called to give of their best power for civic 


giving us the 


use, and to shoulder with men their great 
responsibilties and their great tasks for 
uplifting every phase of. human life. We 


know, too, that whatever nature's unalter- 
able laws do not ae women can now 
attain by proving their own capacity. 

Great will be their opportunities, great 
will be their responsilbilties, an! it is for 
them to weave the golden threads of high 
ideals into the mighty issues that are work. 
ing out God’s purposes in this world. We 
older women see our standards disappearing 
into the mists of history, but our hearts are 
full of sympathy with those who are stand- 
ing at the gates of the future with their life- 
work before them. In wishing them God 
speed we would fain echo the words of a 
great leader of women, and bid them “' take 
ship, joyous launch out; are they not all the 


seas of God? further and further sail.” 
(Applause. ) 
t will now ask Miss White to give us an 


account of the activities of the Guild. 
WORK OF THE GUILD. 

Miss White, LL.D., the Principal of the 
College, in the course of < summary of the 
Guild work, expressed the great gratitude 
which the Guild owed to the devoted band 
of workers who carried out so splendidly tts 
many and various activities. She was, she 
said, afraid that it would be quite impós- 
sible for her to mention all the workers 
individually, or the very kind friends who, 
in so many ways, had placed the Guild 
under deep obligations. They offered them 
none the less their grateful thanks. She 
had often said, and she could not refrain 
from repeating, that she knew of no society 
for which the same amount of voluntary 
work was done as was carried out for the 
Guild. The number of active workers for 
the Guild was only a very small fraction of 
its members, and she wanted every mem 
to feel responsibilty for their various activi- 
ties, and to try to give some little help, 
however trifling, to one or other of them. 

Having referred to the help given by the 
emergency fund towards the relief of distress, 
Miss White spoke about houses officially de- 
amail as unfit for human Habitation, and 
said that it was not possi mmediately to 
sweep away all the Sonal but it was pos- 
sible to take houses in a Wary poor disteict, 
and not only make them fit for human habita- 
tion, but to try, as far as sible, to give 
them some semblance of ome. Thig had 
been the cbject of the Guil@ in buying fene- 
ment houses, and the f ent of its aims 
had been due to the deveted work and the 
inspiring influence of t tent collectors, 
which it would be impo to praise too 
warmly. +(Applause. 

It would int-rest the Guild members to 
learn that the Tenement Houses Company 
paid 4 per cent. By means of the bursaries 
52 old ladies were helped, either by a bursary 
or a grant, a bursary securing to the 
annuitant a sum of £26 a year. The Work- 
ing Girls’ Club had had a very successful 
session The Guild now numbered 1,110. It 
had indeed many kind friends, and they 
— ! acknowledged the generosity of 
tvelyn Lady De Vese: and of the Dowager 
Lady HolmPatrick, Vice-Presidents, who con- 
tribute most generously to the Guild funds. 
She found it hard adequately to thank Lad 
Arnott, another Vice-President of the Guild, 
not only for her generosity, but for the 
innumerable ways in which she had shown 
kindness to the Guild. (Applause.) They 
always had the happy assurance that in Lady 
Arnott they had a warm, true and faithful 
friend, on whose su and sympathy they 
could always reckon. (Loud applause.) 


' OLIDAY HOME. 

Mrs. Cecil Watson told the conference that 
the latest development of the-vactivities of 
the Guild was a proposal to build, equip, 
and possibly endow a holiday home for all 
their Guild people. Up to the present the 
sent away their children from Grenville 
street and Summerhill, and also their factory 
irls, to various cottages around Enniskerry, 
Igany or some such place, for an annual 


holiday. i 

This plan, on the whole, had worked well, 
but a Guild home, under their own manage- 
ment, would benefit a much larger com- 
munity. They would like to be able to-take 
some of their hursary ladies who never got a 
cha of a change of air, and they might 
evenSmanage '“' week-ends ” for tired college 
workers in the cate et of the season, 
before the children their holidays. It 
would be called the ‘‘ Lesley Lyon Memorial 
Home,” in memory of the late Mrs. Sloan, 
who, was a devoted Guild worker. Already 
£500 liad been collected for the purpose of 
building the home, and they had been offered 
a piece of land close to the. sea, between 
Shankill and Bray, at a rent of £10 a year. 
A sum of £500 would not suffice, as they 
needed an eight-roomed house, and she 
appealed for generous subscriptions.

tion of illness that obviously was wanted 
more and more, so that the necessity for 
cure would be less and less. — 

She thought that the necessity for educa- 

tion was now realised. Any suggestion of a 
more enlightened curriculum was valuable, 
but she thought that education as a basis of 
citizenship should be an education that was 
going to give intelligence rather than know- 
ledge; one might say adaptability rather 
than a fixed standard. 
Miss Tennaft eriphasised the importance 
of public opinion as a factor which would 
assist in social ‘reform, and said that if 
public opiniongwas effectively aroused nothing 
vould stand againgt it. She suggested that 
there was room for pioneer work amongst 
members of the Guild on lines something like 
those of the Almoners that they had in 
London. 


“ A JUNGLE OR A HOME.” 


Miss Knight Bruce, in a paper on ‘‘ The 
World—a Jungle or a Home,” said that the 
description of man as a reasonable anima! 
did not truly describe him. The recent 
general strike in England was against all 
economic sanity. A woman doctor recently 
told her that half the ilis that man was heir 
to were due to.the fact that we were not 
yet instructed to stand upright, and that 
she had brought about a considerable im- 
provenent in the health of a number of 
school children in South Africa by getting 
them to learn their lessons on their hands 
and knees. Morally as well as physically 
man did not seem to he constructed 
upright. The herd = in- 
stinct which .could drive whole nations 
mad, and yet hold them together until 
the Common ‘danger was cver, as in the 
Great War was only the jungle spirit of 
the wolf-pack, and was as unlike the real 
spirit of fellowship as the candle was un- 
like the sun. The difficulty of turning this 
jungle instinct into a real spirit of fellow- 
ship was the existence of wealth. Wealth 
had become a religion : it was the basis of 
Ww civilisation. Western civilisa 
tion, with its wealth, meeded far 
more spiritual power and instinct than 
a poorer civilisation. T must substitute 
for this fellowship of the jungle the fellow- 
ship of the Holy Ghost. . 

Lady Arnott, at the conclusion of the 
conference, commended the wonderful work 
of thé volunteer helpers of the Guijd, and 
asked for continued aéseistance and contribu- 
tions from thoise who were unable to give 
personal services. She thanked the speakers 
who had ‘come to address them, and in ex- 
pressing sympathy with Mrs. “Tennant, said 
that they must thank her for sending so 
charming a stibstitute. (Applause.)

The log 
was, offen as not, obstinate and hard to 
move, and the hawser would strain almost 
to breaking point, and tien suddenly the 
great baulk of timber would slide through 
the porthole; the winch would be un- 
shipped, and with a mighty splash the .ug 
would drop into the waier, presently to 
ed by a man sianding on a raft 

composed of logs already discharged. 

Deep-water berths were not as general 
‘then as now, and ships of more than 
ordinary tonnage had to lighten in Kings- 
town before being towed up the river. One 
of the largest vessels that had come to 
Dublin was the Donald McKay, and it was 
only after several weeks of partial dis- 
charge of her cargo at Kingstown that she 
was able to berth at the end of the 
wooden jetty. As the lightening had con- 
siderably lessened her draught, she was, 
Sootehally at high water, a really strik- 
ing sight, and her presence at the North 
Wall brought Sanelenda of sightseers to 
the Point, as it was called. After that 
iron ships began to reach the Liffey, and 
these, when their cargoes had been dis- 
charged, were always taken away by tug- 
boats from Liverpool or Glasgow. 


THE LIGHTHOUSE. 


Just at the Point of the Wall stood the 
Lighthouse. It was, if I remember 
rightly, an iron tower—the older one of 
stone, standing some distance back from 
the river side, having been discarded. 
Quite clearly I recall the coming of the 
lighthouse man on a summer mise 
When all, or nearly all, the outwa 
bound steamers, had sailed, when dusk 
was gatheving, and quiet was settling 
down on the river, he would come with 
his bunch of keys, open the door, and 
then in a few minutes the light would 
shine out across the waters. Not at the 


time, but often since, I have thought | 


what wistful eyes may have looked back 
at lessening gleam as the old land 
faded im the twilight. Emigration was a 
very brisk business just then. 

The cross-Channel berths on the North 
Wall, as, I remembered them, were 
a Bos by the Scottish boats, the Holy- 

boats, the Bristol boat, the Silloth 
yon the Live ] boats (City cf 
Dublin), the London boats, and by the 
three screw steamers, the Standard, the 
Star and the Torch, that carried on a 
service with Liverpool from the Custom 
House quay.

The Scottish boats—the Lord Clyde, 
Lord Gough and Earl of Carlisle—were 
the show dive of the river, with yacht- 
like bows and awning-covered saloon 
decks. They had the reputation of being 
the speediest craft entering or leaving the

HOLYHEAD AND LIVERPOOL. 


At that time the Holyhead service was 
small business compa with what it is 
now.

It is strange that there is no attempt at 
pleasure cruises now from the river. With 
a bay of such beauty as we possess, a well- 
equipped steamer should secure ample 
patronage. Since writing this, however, 
I have seen a notice of an intended motor- 
boat service in the bay. 

It may surprise many people to be told 
that a tunnel under the Liffey was once 
seriously begun. It was in the old days 
of the Jetty when boring was started, and 
I well remember the pumping operations 
going on just at the Point of the Wall. 
I do not know why the project was 
abandoned; I was too young at the time 
to be interested. 

Time has no pity. In a few years the 
careless boy found himself bound to the 
wheel of busy life. I recall a rush down 
the quays one morning to see a new 
steamer, and then a rush up to the city 
to be in time for the office. Time that 
changed life for the boy changed things 
on the riverside also, and the period of 
my concluding paragraph is several years 
later than that referred to in the opening 
portion of this sketch. 


STATION SCENES, 


The growth of the traffic between 
Dublin and Holyhead brought about great 
changes in the North Wall, and the fleet 
of steamers that carried on the express 
service enjoyed great popularity with 
travelling folk. Passengers coming to 
Dublin crossed from the steamer by a 
tunnel] under the roadway, and many little 
incidents, trivial in themselves, but 
interesting as human traits, attended the 
arrival on the open space of the railway 
station. There was always a waiting 
crowd for the evening boat, but it was 
kept in its place so as not to interfere 
with the movement of the passengers. I 
recall one or two happenings on an even- 
ing long ago, when I was one of the 
watchers. Ahead of all the others by 
many yards, a man, carrying a small 
handbag, shot into view, and almost 
raced across the space into which we all 
gazed so intently, and I joined in the 
laugh that his hurry provoked. Yet I 
believe that it was he who had the laugh ; 
for he was an old and _ experienced 
traveller, keen to get a cab before the con- 
fusion made it difficult. When presently 
the passengers began to come thickly I 
noticed how general on their faces, as on 
the faces of the crowd in which I was 
standing, was an expression of expectancy, 
in some instances deepening into anxiety. 
It was, in a sense, a relief to see so many 

reetings, even though some of them 
lacked the warmth that I expected they 
should display. , 

One event amused and yet hurt me. 
Two homely youths stood among the wait- 
ing crowd, slightly in advance of the 
others, and evidently eager to welcome 
someone the moment that 
appeared. ‘‘ Here he is!” J heard one 
exclaim, and they both moved forward in- 
voluntarily as a man, slightly their senior 
in appearance, came along. Perhaps, 
somethi in his manner checked them, 
but, at ail events, they halted, and when, 
with a hardly noticeable nod, the ex- 
pected one passed on, the pair stood look- 
ing at one another quite silent, as if 
i words were unequal to the occasion. 

Thus the crowd of arrivals bustled out, 
some apparently cross and seeking no one, 
others in good humour and glad to see 
anybody; some rather in the 
countenance, since it had m wild out- 
side, and a few evidently in a fuss about 
their luggage. A woman came, and from 
her eager searching glances about the 
station, I concluded that she was sur- 
prised at not finding someone she ex- 
pected. The last comer of all was a man 
whose bronzed cheek betokened the 
wanderer. He seemed unconscious of, 
and untouched by, his surroundings, and 
my fancy pictured him as a world roamer 
—-one who, all alone, drifts from place to 
place, and for whom, to vary the thought 
of Oliver Wendell Holmes, there are a 
million roosting places, but no rest. By 
that time the station was emptying; the 
luggage had all been claimed and re- 
moved ; the lights were being put out, and 
the place, which a few minutes before was 
all fuss and bustle, began to be lonely. 
As I moved off, I saw the woman I have 
just mentiofied still lingering as if con- 
fident the someone would not fail to come. 
I often wonder what happened. The 
quays were silent as I walked home, and 
the ships on the opposite side of the river 
loomed uncertain across the dark waters.

The Problem Picture. 


A correspondent writes :—While the art

A ROYAL PURSE, 


Thus, at last, England’s Annnal Art 
Exhibition: had its real cradling; for, 
from 1760, every vear has had its 
“Academy Exhibition ’’—in these early 
days, in Spring Gardens and Pall Mall. 
It was in Pall Mall that Royalty first 
smiled on the bantling, when, in 1767. 
George III. and his Queen ‘‘ went to see 
the pictures,” and were so pleased with 
them that His Majesty left a purse of 
£100 behind him as proof of his august 
approval. 

Under the en ement of the King’s 
favour, so practically shown, it was not 
long before steps were taken to establish 
an Academy, really worthy of the descrip- 
tion, ‘* Royal.”’ In 1768 some of 
England’s leading artists, with Mr. 
Chambers, a famous architect of the time, 
for — gpoe petitioned the Crown for 
the Royal assistance and protection in 
establishing a Society for the promotion 
of the ‘‘ Arts of design.” The objects of 
the Society were stated to be “the 
establishment of a school or academy for 
the use of students in the arts, and an 
annua! exhibition open to all artists of 
distinguished merit, where they may offer 
their performances to public inspection.”’ 

So thoroughly in sympathy with the 
project was the King that, when the 
“‘Instrument’’ containing the proposed 
rules and aims of the new society was 
placed before him on December 10th, 1768, 
he wrote at its f with his own hand, 
“I approve of this. plan; letvit be put in 
execution— a is, with a 
King for , the Royal Academy had 
its formal beginning more than a century 
and a half ago. 


VIGOROUS LIFE. 


The rules of the Academy declared that 
it should consist of forty members only— 
‘‘painters, sculptors, and architects of 
reputation in their professions, of high 
moral character, not under twenty-five, 
and resident in Great Britain.’’ As a 
matter of fact , the original members 
numbered only thirty-six; and of these 
ten were foreigners, and many of the 
others were almost unknown outside art 
circles. 

The Royal Academy soon began to show 
signs of vigorous life. Schools were 
opened, distinguished professors appointed, 
a library established, and an annual 
Exhibition of works of art, to be *‘ open 
to all artists of merit.’’ These exhibitions 
soon began to draw thousands of art- 
lovers, first to Somerset House, and later 
in succession, to Trafalgar square, the 
National Gallery and Burlington House. 
until the “ Royal Academy’’ became one 
of the great features of the year, social 
as well as artistic. 

The banquet which celebrates the 
opening of every year’s Exhibition had 
its origin in the infant days of the 
Academy, when the members “ gave large 
dinners to the nobility and gentry and 
the exhibitors, at Freemason s 
Tavern and elsewhere on the Kings 
birthday.”” We read in the London 
Chronicle, for June 5th, 1770—‘ Yester- 
day being the anniversary of his Majesty § 
birthday, the Royal Academicians gave an 
el 
Pall Mall; and in the evening the whole 
front of the Royal Academy was 
illuminated. with transparent paintings, 
as usual executed by the Academicians 
themselves.’’ : i 

The Academy was fortunate in securing 
for its first President that great artist. 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, to whose ability and 
devotion it owed its early and rapid 
growth. Sir Joshua had many. successors 
as President, little, if at all, inferior to 
him in distinction and ability—from 
Benjamin West, the great American. 
President for nearly thirty years; Sir 
Thomas Lawrence, who is said to have 
made £15,000 a year by his art and to 
have died almost a pauper; Sir Martin 
Shee; Sir Charles Eastlake and so on, to 
such men as Leighton and Millais of more

Denmatk’s Example. 

Much interest has. been caused on the 
Continent of Europe by the new Danish 
Government’s plans concerning disarma- 
ment. The peace party in Denmark now 
is firmly in the saddle, and it may be 
expected to put its plans into operation 
with the least possible delay. Of course, 
it is being opposed bitterly by the Con- 
servatives and, to a less extent, by the 
Liberals ; but it is strong enough to carry 
its point in the Folketing, and, although 
it has not a majority in the Landting, 
the opposition there is not likely. to be 
sufficiently well organised to defeat the 
Government’s proposals. The main 
feature of the Government’s programme 
is the virtually complete disarmament, of 
Denmark. ' Army and Navy. ali.> will be 
abolished. In order to fulfil: her obliga 
tions under the Covenant of the League 
of Nations Denmark will Tetain a con- 
stabulary force for the guarding. of fron- 
tiers, as well as a certain number of 
vessels for the protection of fisheries and 
the policing of territorial waters. All 
fortifications will be destroyed and con- 
scription will disappear. At the age of 
twenty all young Danes will be allowed to 
decide whether or not they wish to serve 
in the constabulary, and candidates will 
be chosen by lot. Every year 1,600 men. 
will be enlisted to be trained for four 
months, while there will be annual train- 
ing for a period of twelve years. This 
body; which will be organised as: a police 
force, will be armed as infantry, and 
will: have a few batteries of light artillery 
for frontier work. It also will have a 
small air squadron for patro] purposes. 
The reconstrncted ‘‘ fleet’’ will consist of 
six fishery inspection ships, twenty-four 
smal] patrol boats, a few mine-layers and 
a dozen seaplanes.. Both forces will come 
under the direction of a new Ministry of 
State, the portfolio of which will be held 
by, the Prime Minister.” The existing 
Ministries of War and Marine wil] be 
abolished. Tius, for the first time, a 
European nation definitely has under- 
taken to disarm iteelf,’and, furthermore, 
is giving practical proof of its good faith 
in the matter. It is too much to hope at 
present that Denmark’s example will be 
followed by any otber Powers.

FERMOY COUNCIL AND 
PENSION OUESTION. 


At a special meeting of the Fermoy Urban 
Council Mr. G. Power referred to the case of 
Patrick McGrath, who had been a private in 
the Connaught Rangers. Private McGrath 
enlisted in the Connaught Rangers in 1905, 
and at the time of his discharge would have 
served seventeen or eigtheen years in the 
regiment. He would have been entitled to a 
pension, but he, with others of his regiment, 
mutinied in India as a protest against the 
“ Black and Tans ” in Ireland at the time, 
and for that he was sentenced to five years’, 
imprisonment. He served two years and 
eight months, aud when he was discharged 
from the Army he joined the Free State 
Army, and was finally discharged in 1928, 
with his character “very good.” His charac- 
ter in the British Army was marked 
‘‘exemplary.’’ He was a married man with 
a wife and six children, and all he had to 
support them was a gum of 10s. os week. 
He asked that the facts be placed before the 
Free State Minister for Finance with a view 
of having the case considered. 

The Chairman (Mr. M. J. Young) said that 
the case was a great hardship, and McGrath, 
no doubt, was entitled to a pension, as he 
risked his life by doing what he did. The

The preparation of 
the land for the |, turnip and sugar 
beet crops was well advanced, and in a 
good many cases the whole of the mangel 
crop and a considerable proportion of the 
turnip crop heve been sown abd much 
headway. made with the ‘sowing of sugar 
beet. In addition to the carrying out of 
these operations, farmers generally were 
employed during the month in the sowing 
of grass seeds, and of flax seed in districts 
where flax is grown, the rolling of grain 
crops, the applying of artificia! manures to 
corn ‘and meadow: lands, and in the 
cutting of turf, of which a considerable 
amount has been saved.

note which runs through all the reports 
which have reached the Department from 
various parts of the country, is to the effect 
that never before within hving memory 
were the spring conditions so favourat!e 
for tillage, or was the seasonal work so far 
advanced at this time of year. 


PASTURES AND LIVE STOCK. 

The weather conditions, although favour- 
able for field work, were not of the kind 
best calculated to promote growth. Tio 
recurrent cold spells, and the frosts at night, 
had a retarding effect. Consequently many 
pastures, though looking fresh and green, are 
relatively bare. Those top-dressed with 
artificial manures early in the year are jn 
better condition, and where the dressing 
included sulphate of ammonia the grass was 
in many cases ready for feeding about the 
middle of the month, and in some cases has 
heen able to carry a full stock. Fodder 
reserves lasted out well. 

Live stock are reported to be in health 
and in good condition. Occasional cases « f 
liver fluke disease in cattle and sheep are 
reported, but no instances of serious loss 
are recorded. Abortion in dairy cattle stil! 
persists in some districts, and the Depa:t- 
ment are continuing to impress upon stock- 
owners the urgency of adopting the pre- 
cautions recommended to stamp out the 
disease. Dairy cattle generally are giving 
the normal supplies of milk. 


APPEARANCE OF CROPS. 

All reports unite in stating that 
sowing of the grain crops was 
carried out under excellent conditions; 
the™ tilth was _ satisfactory, enabling 
good seed beds to be prepared. The 
seeds have everywhere germinated evenly 
and are showing healthy and vigorous brairds. 
Some discoloration was noticeable as a result 
of the frosts, but no serious damage was done, 
nor was much serious injury caused by insect 
pests. The recent rains have stimulated 
growth, and, taken altogether, the prospects 

for the crops spp mor promising. 


Very little fibre was marketed during the 
month, as the supply has virtually ceased. 
Small quantities of tow were on offer, and 
realised prices around 4s, 6d. per cwt. The 
new season's flax crop was sown under 
favourable conditions, It is reported that the 
total area sown is somewhat less than that put 
under flax last year. | 

| POTATOES. 

The planting of the new season's 
potato crop was finished under satis- 
factory conditions. In the earlier grow- 
ing districts, Youghal and Dungarvan, 
the crops, although planted late, made 
striking progress, and appear much more ad- 
vanced than in any recent year. In most dis- 
tricts the tops are over ground, and, although 
they were adversely affected by the frosts, no 
serious damage is reported, and the crops so 
far look well. 

Stocks of last season s potatoes held out 
well and in good Condition. Fair supplies are 
still on hands on most farms in districts whefe 
potatoes are extensively grown. The usual 
supplies came on the market for-local con- 
sumption at prices varying according to dis- 
trict from 4s. to 8s. per cwt. Seed potatoes 
sold at prices around 8s. per cwt. Farmerr 
who had had their crops certified experienced 
no difficulty in disposing of their seed, for 
which, in most districts, there was a keen

e cas trade practically finished at the 
end of March, Since that date farmers have 
been using potatoes for feeding Jive stock, as 
they regard this course as likely to be more 
remunerative than selling at the export prices 
prevailing at the moment. 
WHEAT AND CATCH CROPS,

mise well, and looks better than similar crops 
at the corresponding period of last year. Late- 
sown crops are rather thin and backward.

CORK ; Sunday. 
An important question in reference to 
the pilotage of trans-Atlantic liners which 
call at Queenstown was raised ‘at the last 
meeting of the Cork Harbour Commis- 
sioners by Mr. A.C. Horne, who advocates 
every means of ensuring the safety, of 
vessels entering the. . He poimted 
out the dangers of the present method of 
boarding liners belonging to the three large 
companies which have their own pilots, 
and he said that in roug 
primitive equipment. u constituted a 
serious menace to the future of the port. 
Recently, he - proceeded, the row-boat 
utilised was unable to go outside the 
harbour in the prevailing conditions, with 
the result that two liners entered the port 
without pilots. bai 

“I do not desire to cast any reflections 
on the abilities of the yr 18 of any of 
the liners,” said Mr. Horne when dis- 
cussing the matter with ‘me afterwards. 
“Many of them have been calling at 
Queenstown for many years, and, while 
they are fully acquainted with the 
harbour, it must be admitted that a wider 
local knowledge than their s of conditions 
and effects at all stages of the tide is 
desirable in the public interest.” He sug- 
gested that the serious aspect of the 


at the entrance to Cork Harbour last 
December was not generally realised, and 
he said that a recurrence of such an un- 
fortunate event might mean the closing of 
the port. Mr. .Horne added that, if the 
Celtic had missed the Cow and Calf Rocks, 
and had struck at any other part of the 
harbour, the loss of life probably would 
have been enormous. The matter was, 
therefore, of very great importance. 


THE PILOTAGE SERVICE. 


In recent years a considerable sum has 
been expended by the Commissioners in 
the improvement of the pilotave services. 
With the exception named above, the 
services are thoroughly up-to-date, but in 
their own interests the Commissioners 
should investigate Mr. Horne’s complaint 
fully. This side of the Board’s administra- 
tion will come under the searchlight on 
Tuesday next, when a departmental 
inguiry will be held into their oe 
tion for permission to reduce their pilotage 
dues on cargo vessels entering the port 
and to revert virtually to a pre-war scale 
of charges. As this step is calculated to 
pr ote the trade of the port, which, 
fortunately, is now on the up grade, it is 
somewhat surprising to find any opposition 
to the proposal. The six ‘Res trans- 
Atlantic shipping companie’ whose vessels 
utilise the port regularly throughout the 
year, however, have already lodged their 
objections, and on behalf of four, at any 
rate, their case against the exclusion of 
their vessels from participation in any 
reduction under this head will be pre- 
sented at the inquiry. 

The Harbour Commissioners) point out 
that, under the existing scale, preferential 
treatment is already given to limers on 
which approximately only one-fifth of the 
chargeable pilotage dues is paid. On the 
other hand, the companies say that, as 
they contribute a very large proportion of 
the sum derived annually from this 
source, they are entitled to participation 
in any relief. provided.

Speaking at the last meeting of Cork

Referring to the  post- 
primary education of children between the 
ages of fourteen and eighteen, Mr. Daly 
said that it was both unnatural and 
unreasonable to expect that boys and

ay—often in confined, ill-ventilated 
buildings—should sacrifice their leisure 
in the evenings and bend _ thent- 


selves to study. 
to do so,” he said,

Mr. Daly further advocated the estab- 
lishment of a series of University lectures 
for adults in such subjects as agriculture, 
economics and business methods, in

He pointed out that the County 
Councils of Munster recently have shown 
a disinclination to continue the policy 
of providing scholarships, and he sug- 
vested that if such a system were adopted 
public representatives would doubtless 
assume a more generous attitude to the 
demand for a rate-in-aid. .

Commission on Technical Education is 
published we shall have some very satis- 
factory improvements.”’

LIVERPOOL, Saituiday. 


There has been an easier trend about 
markets throughout the week. Material has 
been more freely offered, and, not being eas 
of sale, a sharp decline in prices has resulted.

CRUELTY TO A DONKEY.

ENNIS DISTRICT JUSTICE’S 
WARNING. 

In the Ennis District Court, Martin 
Kelly, of Clarecastle, was summoned for 
cruelty to a donkey. It seemed that when 
— in bis cat, District Justice Gleeson 
saw the donkey straggling on the roadside 
with its forelegs tightly fettered, and 
obviously in a plight bound to cause sufier- 
ing. He informed Guard Hennessy of the 
matter, and tlie Guard took action accord- 


ingly. 

The Guard produced a blood-stained rag 
which he found on the donkey ’s foreleg. This 
rag evidently had been put upon a sore some 
three inches in length above the fetlock. 
Then both legs were tied together with thick 
cord, which was so short that only a few 
inches separated the legs. Each time the un- 
fortunate animal tried to walk it almost fell. 
_ The Justice said that he did not like send- 
ing a poor man with a large family to jail, 
and the sruelty was possibly more the result 
of ignorance than intentional savagery. There 
were some people who criticised the smallness 
of the fines imposed in cruelty cases, but 
they did not realise the circumstances. On 
this oceasion the fine would be five shillings, 
but if anybody else allowed an animal to get 
into that condition again a month in jail 
would be the penalty.

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MISSIONARY NOTES. 


Our CHURCH or IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT. 

The Chinese Assistant Bishop of Chekiang 
writes that in many places in Chekiang the 
idols in the temples have been destroyed; 
in Ningpo City many of the idol temples, 
of which there are about seventy-three, are 
ai confiscated, and their idols destroyed. 
Of the seventy-three, forty-two have already 
been destroyed; “ the remainder are to be 
examined, whether the idols in them have 
really done the people any good . . . if not, 
they, too, are to be destroyed.”’ This is 
not altogether to the good; for whereas the 
people did fear the idols, '' now they re- 
verence neither idols nor the true God.” 

In Domakal Diocese (Sout. India) the 
Bishop, has recently ordained five men to 
serve as deacons in an honorary capacity. 
Two of them are professors in Noble College, 
Masulipotam; two more are masters at 
Nondygal High School, and the fifth is a 
farmer, a Christian leader in his villiage 
They will dress, as laymen, but will wear the 
usual robes when assisting in the Services 
of the Church.

under the auspices of the Church Missionarv 
Society, on August Ist. to 9th. 

An anonymous donor has made the hand- 
some gift of a Church to Selva San Andres 
in the Argentine Chaco. The South American 
Missionary Society is working in this district. 

The notable results of the new treatment 
for the disease of leprosy are bringing in- 
creased members to the medical stations of 
the Mission to Lepers. This creates a need 
for larger staffs and increased financial sup- 
port.
